REPORT OF 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


The school year, just closed, has been one of fair prosperity, 


when considered with the disadvantages to which some of our 
schools have been subjected. Several of the schools suffered a 
temporary suspension of two or three weeks during the sum- 
mer session, while epidemics of scarlet fever and measles were 
prevailing. This interruption of study and effort not only af- 
fected the general average attendance but the interest of many 
in their work, as well; for we noticed, in some schools, that 
neither teacher nor scholars regained the interest manifested 


previous to the suspension; a matter partly attributable, on the 


part of the teacher, to the inconstant and diminished attendance 
of the pupils. 

The large number of “days of absence,” as shown by the 
several recisters, 1s largely due to the necessary suspension ; 
and we rejoice in presenting so reasonable a cause for such an 


unflattering absence, one so ruinous to the desired progress and 


success of our schools. 

We fear, however, from careful observation that other causes 
have combined in affecting the average attendance, principal 
among which is the censurable lack of interest, by some par- 
ents, in securing for their children all the advantages which our 
common schools afford. 

It is a false kindness to a child to allow him to remain from 
school upon every excuse which his indolent and truant disposi- 
tion will invent; when thus excused his excuses will multiply,

until his presence in the schoolroom becomes the exception and 
not the rule. 

We are more and more convinced of the importance of es- 
tablishing a school of higher grade than any now in town. We 
should have a good high school for the benefit of those of our 
youth preparing for college, and those wishing to pursue studies 
not taught in our common schools. More of our oldest and 
best scholars would endeavor to obtain a better education were 
there facilities for doing so in town, and thus avoid the expense 
of several terms or yéars of study in neighboring towns. 

Very few of our scholars, the past year, have studied algebra, 
still less, philosophy and physiology, and none geometry, chem. 


istry, botany and rhetoric. A knowledge of these branches of 


learning, though rudimentary, is of worth to any one, and quite 
indispensable to those intending to teach or to enter professional 
life. We should have a school in which all these branches and 
the languages can be tanght. We are suffering yearly, in that 
which best promotes the varied interests and general prosperity 
of society in its moral and intellectual growth, from the want of 
such a school in town. General intelligence militates against 
pauperism, crime and intemperance ; and schools can be more 
cheaply sustained than jails and almshouses. Years ago, high 
schools were well supported in town. Why can they not be 
now ? 

Why permit this impolitic retrogradation in education te 
continue longer to our injury? Why cannot some movement 
be inaugur®ed that shall make available at once the income. of 
the Ladd donation in the support of a school of high character? 

A new school house has been built in District No. 2, at a cost 
of $512; the land on which it stands being the generous and 
commendable gift of Wm. H. Hodgdon to the district. The 
house is pleasantly located, having a spacious yard for a play- 
ground. The general exterior of the house is that of beauty 
and neatness, while the school-room is well-lighted and venti 


lated, pleasant and commodious. The house, though large 


enough at present to accommodate the wants of the district, 
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should have been larger to provide for its possible future re- 
quirements. | 

We cannot too strongly urge upon the residents of District 
No. 5 the immediate necessity, of building a new school-house. 
The old house is now not large enough to comfortably seat the 
scholars, besides being unfit in every particular for the purposes 
of a school-room. You cannot well afford to neglect this mat- 
ter longer. It is an insult and an injury to both teacher and 
pupils to compel them to spend several hours each day in a 
schooLrvom so inconvenient and forbidding. 

The new State map just published by*J. A, Cline & Co., has 
been purchased and a copy will be placed in each school-room 
in town, at the opening of the next terms. This is a map of 
superior excellence; and we trust all the pupils of our schools 
will acquaint themselves thoroughly with the geography of our 
state, county and town in their physical featares, as well as lo- 
cality. 

The Prudential Committees throughout the town were ex- 
ceptionally fortunate in their selection of teachers. . Female 
teachers were employed in all the schools. All had taught, sev- 
eral having taught the same schools previously ; an advantage 
to a school not to be slightingly disregarded, for when a teacher 


has once learned the classification of a school, the dispositions 


of its pupils, their mental capacities and methods of study, the 
progress of the scholars is more satisfactory than when chang- 
ing teachers every term or two. Our teachers have proved 
themselves earnest, conscientions and efficient in their work. 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 


‘ Primary school. Two terms of eleven and fourteen weeks 
were taught by Miss Hattie Chase, who manifested a commend- 
able zeal in her care andinstruction of this important class of 
our scholars. The order and progress of the school was. satis- 
factory, Per centage of daily attendance, first term, 72; sec- 
ond term, 78. 
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Grammar School. Three terms of eleven, fourteen and 
eleven weeks respectively, were taught by Miss Cheney, who 
maintained her previous reputation of being a first-class teach- 
er. Her classes showed, upon examination, that they had re- 
ceived thorough and practical instruction, and seemed masters 
of the principles studied. The introduction of some rhetorical 
exercises increased the interest 1n the school, and was a means 
of improvement to the scholars. Percentage of daily attend- 
ance, first term, 81; second term, 93; third term, 94. 

This school-room should have new seats and benches ; several 
chairs are now used instead of the original seats, which do not 
give the room an appearance of pleasing uniformity. The new 
benches should be single. 

The house needs some repairs; the roof leaks badly, and 
must be reshingled. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 


Two terms of five and nine weeks were taught by Miss Lane. 
This school, in their new and pleasant school room, presented 
an attractive appearance. Both teacher and pupils were hearti- 
ly engaged in their work. Miss Lane’s method of instruction 
was comprehensive and thorough. The progress of her schol- 
ars for the length of the time was unusually good. Per centage 
of daily attendance, first term, 97; second term, 92. 


DISTRICT NO. 3. 


Two terms of ten, and nine and three-fifths weeks were 
taught by Miss Lothrop. This is the smallest school in town, 
yet it contains some of our brightest and best scholars for their 
ages. Miss Lothrop is precise and faithful in her instruction. 
The word method of teaching young scholars to read was em- 
ployed with most gratifying success; scholars learning to read 
in sentences in less than half the time than when taught in the 
old alphabetical manner. 

Per centage of daily attendance, first term, 95; second term, 
89. - 
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DISTRICT NO. 4. 


There were two terms of nine and eight weeks, both taught 
by Miss Plumer. 


This school, under the judicious and excellent management 


of Miss Plumer, for several terms, has become one of the best 
in town. In her instruction no point in the lesson is superfic- 
ially passed over, and if obscure is dwelt upon! until compre- 
hended by the dullest intellect. Not confined to text-books, 
she presents any information relating to the lesson which may 
help fix it in the memory. She has fairly earned the reputation 
of being a superior teacher, and is worthy of a larger school. 

Per centage of daily attendance, first term, 91; second term,. 
94. | 


DISTRICT NO. 5. 


Two terms of eight and ten weeks were taught by Miss Jen 
ness, who fully sustained her former reputation of being one of 
our most practical, thorough and zealous teachers. She 
awakens an interest of her pupils in their studies, and holds 
them in it through the term. This is manifest from the fact 
that the school, though convened in the poorest school-room in 
town, and its scholars walking long distances, gives the highest 
per centage of attendance of any in town. “The final examina- 
tion of the school was commendable. 

Per centage of daily attendance, first term, 97; second term, 
94. 


DISTRICT NO. 6. 


There were two terms of six and nine weeks, both taught by 
Miss Nichols. From her long experience in teaching and thor- 
ough consecration to the work, coupled with rare qualifications 
for it,.Miss Nichols is justly regarded as a superior teacher. 
We regret that we are to lose the services of so valuable a 
teacher. This school contains the most advanced pupils of any. 


in town. The final examination was highly creditable to both 
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teacher and pupils.. Per centage of daily attendance, first term, 
83 ; second term, 92. 


DISTRICT NO. 7. 


There were two terms of nine and ten weeks. Miss 8. Ab- 
bie Norris commenced the first term, but was obliged to relin- 
quish the school, by reason of failing health, after teaching two 
weeks. The school was opening favorably. Miss Emma Jones 
finished the term and also taught the second. The order of her 
school was faultless. The school being large and ungraded, 
there were necessarily many classes. The progress of the 
school was fair, considered with the disadvantage of its numer- 
ous classes. This school gives the second best per centage of 
attendance, a most gratifying improvement in this respect 
within a few terms. Per centage of daily attendance, first 
term, 94; second term, 96.
